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MEMORANDUM FOR THE CHAIRMAN, UNITED STATES INTELLIGENCE BOARD
SUBJECT: International Intelligence Conferences (U)
Reference: USIB-D-10.8/3, 4 April 1967

1. (8) In July of this year the Soviets displayed a variety of new
aircraft for tae first time. With the display of these new aircraft, the
intelligence community is confronted with many problems concerning
evaluation of capabilities, determination of missions, and association
of available evidence with these new aircraft. The task is of consider-
able magnitude and will require some time to complete the analysis and
assure that all available data has been incorporated into the evaluations.
The displayed aircraft are being analyzed in accordance with a priority
system with the new combat aircraft in operational use, or nearing opera-
tional use receiving first attention. Under the present program the
evaluation of most of the fighters displayed will have been completed by
December 1967. Some work such as photographic interpretation and sub-
systems analysis on all the new combat aircraft will have been accom-
plished by that time, but it is unlikely that all performance calculations
for the transports, helicopters and trainer will be completed.,

2. (S) Subszquent to the large dis lay of Soviet aircraft, informal
discussions have indicated that it would be
mutually beneficial to convene Aircraft Technical Conference in
January 1968, be-
ginning 8 January rom five to eight days.

3. (8) The proposed primary areas of discussion for the conference are

the new fighters of the Soviet Union. Limited discussion of various
transport parameters will be included to the extent analysis has progressed.
There are many problems in accomplishing this analysis of the new air-
craft relating to sizing, equipment installed, design configurations and
applicability of data. Discussions mof system
capabilities and parameters should provide additional data and other
approaches to exploitation and analysis. The result of the conference
should be a better assessment of the new systems capabilities. Although
the U. S. has always benefited to some extent from such conferences,
